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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment of May 24, 2001 overcomes the improper Markush rejection of record. 
The following issues remain. 

Double Patenting 

2. Claiml-13, 24-34 and 65-86 are again provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims of copending 
Application No. 09/507,371. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because overlap exists. Differentiation of the present claims 
or filing of a terminal disclaimer is necessary. 

3. This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

Conclusion 

4. It is again noted that the compounds of EP 903,343 include the present compounds. In 
the formula of the patent, X can be oxygen, A can be alkyleneoxy and W can be 

W-3 (a 4-oxo-3,4-dihydro-3-quinazinyl ring). See also Compound 1Q. While the date of the 
European patent is subsequent to the effective filing date of the present application, any 
corresponding U.S. application or patent would involve interfering subject matter.
